steamehip company to refuse passage 16 any
person who paid their fare, - The law was
taken advantage of by futelligent Chinamen,
votwithstanding all kinds of intimidations
used to prevent their leaving without paving
the company theirdemands.  Latterly, how-
ever, the Six Companies huve been sucoess.
ful in levying their tax on outgoing Chin

men, especially those from the intevior, To

purchasing their tivkets, and that the police

from the company, These notices have been
posted mp in every Chincse camp on the
const, Tl_--d;s_\r it was discovered that the Six
I_'..u;[uun‘u-s had circulated a counter state-
ment, stating that anyone attempting to leave
without paying his dues would be arrested,
and if he lost his money or baggage he would
have only himself to blame, The Chinnmen
who printed the companies’ ciroular have
been arrested. The authorities are deter-
wined to break up tne blackmailing prac
tice,
